in reference to "malt mead,*' **near 

beer" and other alcoholic decoc- 
tions, invented to take the place of 
intoxicating drinks. *<Soft drinks" 
that conuin any per cent of alcohol 
arc regarded as hurtful to the murais 
and health of the community, and" 
tbeir sale might well come within 
the control and regulation of the 
police power. But such "soft- 
drinks" as lemonade, soda water, 
and mineral waters that are pure 
and wholesome, and ( outain no al 
4.ohol, are not detrimental to the 
l>ublic good and tbeir sale does not 
need police regulation or control. 
A municipality under its right of 
classification for revenue or police 
purposes might well imiMse one li- 
cense fee for the sale of drinks that
